The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Prior art does not teach that, a control thin film transistor having a second 
gate terminal, a second source terminal, a second drain terminal and a second lightly 
doped drain region, wherein the second drain terminal is coupled to the organic light 
emitting diode and the first lightly doped drain region and the second lightly doped drain ^ 
region have different doped concentrations; and a capacitor coupled to the first drain 
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terminal and to the second gate terminal in combination with all limitations recited in 
independent claim 1 . 

Prior art does not teach that, a control thin film transistor having a second gate 
terminal, a second source terminal, a second drain terminal and a second lightly doped 
drain region, wherein the second gate terminal is coupled to the first source terminal, 
the second drain terminal is coupled to the organic light emitting diode and the first 
lightly doped drain region and the second lightly doped drain region have different 
lengths or wherein no lightly doped drain region is formed in the control thin film 
transistor and a capacitor coupled to the first drain terminal and to the second gate* 
terminal with all limitations recited in independent claims 7 and 13.
